Territory' or foreign nation, and then 
held or offered for sale, th e , same 
shall then be subject to the law's of 
such State; provided th a t no discrim- . 
inatlon shall be made by any State 
infavor of its citizens against .those 
of .other States in respect to the sale 
of any article of commerce, nor In ,. 
favor of its own. products, against 
those of like character produced in 
other States, nor shall the. transpor­ 
tation of commerce through any 
State be obstructed, except in the 
necessary enforcement of the health 
laws of such State.” 
Eeprosenta- ■ 
tiveEeed, of Iowa, w ill prepare the 
report en the bill, and Eepreaenta» 
tive Adams, who voted against the 
bill, will propably make a m inority 
report.

In response to a reque.st from Hon. 
Isaac Grant, of the Clark County 
Democrat, Senator John T. Morgan 
furnishes a strong letter showing the 
dancer and impracticability of the 
warehouse or sub-treasury scheme.

Killed by Lightning. 


M r. George Alexander, ■who was 
here Thursday, informs us that last 
W ednesday afternoon a severe thun­ 
der storm was had at Piedmont, and 
a w hite man named Robt Bright, 
w hile loading a car wltu coal at Pa­ 
tona, near 
Piedmont, 
received, a 
stroiie of lightning from which he 
died instantly. 
Thunder storms have been so fre­ 
quent recently, and so much damage 
has been done by lightning, that the 
people grow nervous when tliey see 
signs of an approaching storm. 
All old veteran said to us a few 
days since that during .a storm' now 
he exiierienced the same uervoua 
sensation as when ui the midst of a 
battle during the late uupleasnunieas 
between the States. 
Since the above was put in type we 
have received the Piedmont Enquir­ 
er, wliioh gives the following ac­ 
count of this deatn from lightuiug 
“ Robert Bright, driver of a coal 
wagon for David Cowden, was struck 
by lightuing yesterday afternoon he- 
tweeu four aud five o’clock aud in­ 
stantly killed.

A fter 
m entioning th e 
reception of th e 
questions, the letter is as follow s:

D arin g m y services here I have had

a district whose m ost im p o rtan t in ­ 
d u stry is agriculture, quite natu rally 
I haye devoted m uch atten tio n and 
thought to th e existing and proposed 
law s w hich directly relate to or af­ 
fect those engaged therein. One at 
all acquainted w ith th e legislation of 
..the last tw enty-five years m u st be 
im pressed w ith th e fact th a t very 
m uch of it has been in favoi of class­ 
es a t the expense of the m asses of 
th e people. 
-Class legislation is 
w rong—th a t is, an y law w hich grants 
to one person or class of persons the 
rig h ts, 
advantages and privileges 
w hich m ay not be enjoyed by every 
o th er person or class of persons is 
u n ju st, and violates the fundam en­ 
ta l principle of D em ocratic govern­ 
m en t—“ eq u ality .” W hen you con­ 
tribute your m oney in th e w ay of 
taxes to support the governm ent, 
you do n o t do so in order th a t spe­ 
cial favors or privileges sh all be 
granted to anybody, b u t you do so in 
order th a t the governm ent, honestly 
a n d econom ically adm inistered, m ay 
be enabled to discharge its functions 
g ran tin g “ equal rig h ts to all, and 
special privileges to none.” ' 


T H E FA B H E K S IN V E S T IG A T IN G . 
■The departure from these w ell un­ 
derstood and ju s t principles has re­ 
sulted in -giving us a rich govern­ 
m ent, b u t m aking us a poor people. 
A few have b u ilt up im m ense for­ 
tunes, b u t the m asses are poor. The 
rich grow richer, th e poor grow poor­ 
er. T he burdens of those in debt are 
m ade heavier a n d the value of fixed 
incom es is increased. 
I t is n o t sur­ 
prising th en th a t th e farm ers w ho 
have been ojipressed by u n ju s t exac­ 
tions are beginning to investigate for 
them selves the condition of th e law s, 
and to ask w hy there should n o t be 
som e effort to lighten the load under 
w hich they stagger. 
The alliance, 
as I understand it, w as designed for 
th e purpose of aiding and enabling 
th e farm ers of th e country, by inyes- 
-- tigation, to understand, and by or- 
ganixation to overthrow and repeal, 
tho.se law s w hich deny “ equal rights 
to a il,” and w hich g ra n t “ special 
privileges to a n y .” In th a t nuder- 
, , tak in g all lovers of justice an d fair 
play m ust certainly bid you God 
speed, and I .shall deem it not only 
a duty, b u t a xdoasure, both in office 
and out of it, to contribute w hatever 
• of industry and .ability I possess to 
aid and cheer you in the struggle. 


FAVOBS BA ILB O A D EEO Ü LA TIO N . 
I am h eartily in favor of th e regu­ 
lation of railroads, so th a t th ey shall 
rem ain com petitive, etc. I h ad the 
" 
honor of h aving charge, on the fioor 
of-the house, of th e b ill w hich was 
•t'passed in the fo rty -n in th congrcss; 
establishing a national railroad com ­ 
m ission, and inaugurating a system 
. of regulation of 
in terstate com­ 
m erce. In m y speech a t th a t tim e— 
w hich, I believe, w as circulated in 
th e d istric t-rl m aintained th e rig h t 
and urged th a t it w as the duty of 
: congress, so far as it could, to pro- 
¡ tec t th e people from unjust exac­ 
tions, extortions and discrim inations 
on the p art of tlie com m on carriers 
of the country. I favor an d have 
spoken and voted for a reduction of 
tariff taxes an d such a change of the 
law s as v/ould reduce th e burdens 
- -- now -resting on th e ag ricu ltu ral and 
laboring classes of the country. 
O ur 
presen t ta riff law im poses a n aver­ 
age duty or tare of forty-seven x>er 
cent, on im ported duti.abie articles, 
and by thus p u tting a burden on for­ 
eign m anufactured goods, cuables 
our hom e m anufacturers to charge 
hom e consum ers nearly or quite th a t 
m uch in advance of w h at th ey ought 
to pay for th e hom e m ade articles 
. >;.» -- they buy.

w ould have to sell a like h a t at the 
sam e price or go out of the business. 
A ta riff law w hich im poses a duty 
o r ta x of forty-seven per cent, on 
im ported hats, 
would force 
th e 
A m erican purchaser of the sam e for­ 
eign h a t to pay $1.47 for it and would 
enable the A m erican m anufacturer 
to charge $1.47 for the sam e A m eri­ 
can hat. This m akes clear the tax 
th a t is pu t upon th e buyers of hats, 
and it also m akes clear a t w hose ex ­ 
pense and how th e A m erican m an u ­ 
factu rer is protected. 
The tariff law 
th u s increases th e price of nearly 
everything the farm ers have to buy, 
and w hile th e increase on an y one 
article m ay n o t be very great in the 
aggregaté it am ounts to m ore th a n a 
thousand m illion dollars. 
T his v ast 
sum is u n ju stly tak en from th e far­ 
m ers and o th er consum ers in the 
U n ited States and give to a privi­ 
leged class, th e m anufacturers. 
If our laws accorded “ equal rights 
to all and special privileges to n o n e,” 
a large part of these m illions, in ­ 
stead of going into th e treasu ry to 
be extravagantly expended, or into 
th e pockets of th e protective m an u ­ 
facturers to add to th e enorm oiis for­ 
tunes, now possessed by m an y of 
th a t class, w ould rem ain in th e pock­ 
ets of th e people w here th ey rig h tly 
belong. 


OPI’OSED TO TH E BANKING SYSTEM. 
I fa'vor the passage of such lav/s as 
w ill prevent speculation and com­ 
bines, th a t seek to interfere w ith the 
prices of prim e necessities and pro­ 
ductions. I am opposed to our n a­ 
tional banking law s, for th e reason 
th a t th ey g ran t special privileges to 
th e b an k s organized th ereu n d er and 
discrim inate ag ain st the farm er. I 
do n o t believe th a t a n y p riv ate cor­ 
poration should be given th e rig h t to 
regulate, to any extent, th e am ount 
of legal tender m oney th a t should be 
in circulation. I do n o t believe th a t 
it is ju s t or rig h t th a t p riv ate corpo­ 
rations should be p erm itted to con­ 
tra c t or expand, a t w ill, the currency 
of th e country. I favor, and h ave in 
the fo rty -n in th congress and th is 
session spoken and voted in fav o r of 
the free coinage of silver. I favor, 
too, th e issue of such an additional 
am o u n t of treasu ry notes as w ill 
give us m oney sufficient to answ er 
th e dem ands of tra d e and com ­ 
m erce. 
I believe th a t th e ag ricultu ral la ­ 
boring classes are now suflering m ore 
from a contraction of the curren cy 
th a n from an y o th e r cause. 
W e 
have no t enough m oney in th e coun­ 
try . 
The consequence is th a t th e 
purchasing power of m oney is u n d u ­ 
ly enhanced. T he prices of w h at the 
fa n n e r has to sell are too low and th e 
burden of his debts is too great. L et 
m e illu strate th is; 
Sujjposo a b an k 
held yo u r note for $120. If there was 
m oney enough in th e country for th e 
w ants of trade, cotton 'would bring 
say 12 cents a pound, and two bales 
of cotton w ould p ay th e debt. If the 
currency was g reatly contracted, as 
it has been and now is, you could get 
only say 8 cents a pound for your 
cotton, and it w ould take three bales 
to p ay th e sam e debt. The am o u n t 
of th e deot in do llarsh as n o t changed 
a t all, and y et legislation co n trast­ 
ing th e currency has increased your 
burden to the e x te n t of one bale of 
cotton, and a t th e sam e tim e in ­ 
creased th e value of th e note held by 
the bank the sam e am ount. 
T he 
contraction of th e currency h as in­ 
flicted upon th e m asses of th e people 
untold in ju ry , and a jiroper increase 
of th e circulating m edium w ould af­ 
ford us more im m ediate relief th an 
alm ost an y law th a t could be iiassed. 


THF, SUB-TUBASÜEY BILL. 


T his brings mo to th e last question 
propounded—th a t relatin g to the sub- 
treasury biii. So far as th a t mcas-are 
seeks to afford relief and assistance 
to those engaged in th e productions 
of th e articles m entioned therein, it 
h as m y h earty sym pathy. 
B u t it 
does no t occur th a t th e object sought 
w ould be accom plished by its pas­ 
sage, n o r does it appear th a t th e bill 
conform s to th a t p rin cip le w hich you 
?.nd I, and all o th er good D em ocrats, 
BO a rd en tly advocate—“ civil rights 
to a ll and special privileges to none.” 
The bill w ould require the expen­ 
diture of m illions of m oney for the 
erection of w arehouses. This m oney 
m u st be raised b y taxation, and ail 
ot onr people w ould be required to 
pay th eir proportionate p a rt thereof. 
T housands of U nited States officers 
w ould have to be appointed to m an ­ 
age, control and su perintend such 
w arehouses, and these officers w ould 
have to be appointed by th e presi­ 
d en t of the U nited States, courts or 
the heads of departm ents of the 
U nited States, and th e constitution 
of th e U nited States, w hich is the 
suprem e Law of the land, denies to 
congress th e xiower of passing any 
law w h ich would give to th e people 
of a n y State or com m unity the rig h t 
of them selves electing such m an a­ 
gers. T he president, the heads of de­ 
partm ents and n early all the judges 
of th e U nited S tates courts belong to 
tl.io Bcj'.’ablii.'an ¡latfcy, so th a t we 
the law ■‘-vas xjafstd, couii-j 
dentiy ox¡icct such m anagors to lie i 
R epui/lioaiis; 
oiid, jiuigiug b y .U ie ' 
ai'.poinlnieiU» mmle in the. ¡-loutU for 
the iiast oigiiicc!; niouths, we migi'd 
■aUio expeet them to l>e siiel'i Keinihii- 
cnus aa are not eni.itled to th e conli- 
«ftiiee ami esteem of the i>eopte, aud | 
whose chief 
desire and pm'posp í 


■would be to stir up strife betw een 
the races, thus disturbing th a t peace 
and harm ony w liich is so essential to 
our prosperity. I fear, too, th a t o th - 
grievances w ould resu lt fro m , the 
passage of th e bill. 
' ' 


T he farruei's whose necessities did 
not dem and an advance ot -m oney, 
of course w ould n o t incur th e ex­ 
panse of storage, insurance and in ­ 
terest incident to a deposit of th e ir 
cotton in th e w arehouses w hen th ey 
could avoid th is and a t th e sam e 
tim e get the advance in price by 
sim ply keeping th eir cotton u n d er 
sh elter a t hom e. T his class w ould 
necessarily have to bear th e in ­ 
creased taxation necessary to raise 
th e m oney to execute th e law and 
w ould receive no benefit therefrom . 
T he m erchant, th e doctor, th e m e­ 
chanic, the day laborer, th e woo! 
raiser, th e saw m ill ow ner, th e tu r­ 
pentine producers, and all others of 
every occupation w ho do n o t have 
for deposit th e articles m entioned in 
the h ill, would be required to pay 
th e ir proportionate x’a rt of th e taxes 
necessary to sustain th e system , and 
y et could obtain no privileges th ere­ 
under. Shall we, ■who have so long, 
so earnestly and so ju stly insisted 
upon the repeal of all law.s w hich 
tax som e for the exclusive benefit of 
others, now abandon th a t principle? 
U nfortunately, m any of our best far­ 
m ers and best m en are in debt, and 
th a t, too, w ithout fa u lt on th e ir xiart. 
If it could be m ade clearly to aiipear 
th a t th e proposed law w ould benefit 
or assist them in th e heroic struggle 
th ey are now m aking for relief from 
th eir em barrassm ents, th a t w ould be 
v ery m uch in its fav o r; b u t a care­ 
ful exam ination of th e provisions of 
the b ill and m uch th o u g h t devoted 
its probable efiect has- satisfied m e 
th a t no substantial good to any class 
could com e from it. 
I fear it m ight 
u nsettle values; I fear it w ould in ­ 
vite injurious speculation in farm 
Xiroducts; I fear it w ould resu lt in 
great loss to those whose necessities 
prom pted them to deposit their crops, 
and I fear it w ould m ake certain and 
easy th e form ation of com binations 
and tru sts to control, a t the w ili of 
the speculator, th e x’rice of the i>rime 
necessities of life. 
Sym pathizing fu lly .and unreserv­ 
edly w ith the object and purpose of 
your organization, I th iu k I can sug­ 
gest a b etter xdan th a n th a t proposed 
in th e subtreasury b ill—a plan m ore 
likely to relieve th e iieoxde; a plan 
no t open to objection, and one w hich 
we are m ore likely to be able to carry 
out th a n an y other w hich iirom ises 
relief. 
The 
farm ers need relief; 
they need speedy relief, and I sub­ 
m it th a t it is the p.art ot w isdom in 
choosing a m easure or m easures to 
.afford it, and to press such as we can 
reasonably hope to pass, and such as 
experience has 
dem onstrated w ill 
accom plish our x'urpose, ra th e r th an 
to in sist u pon one th a t is n o v e l; 
w h ich involves" th e expenditure of 
vast sum s of m o n ey ; w hich m any of 
our best and m ost w o rth y farm ers 
o p pose;'w hich m any iiersons believe 
would prove a curse ra tb e r th a n a 
blessing, and w hich, 1 venture to 
saj-, it w ould be alm ost, if not quite 
im posible to pass. R ecognizing ful­ 
ly th e x>ressing necessity for relief, 
the rem edy I w ould suggest is : 
I n ­ 
crease largely the currency of the 
country, so th a t th e burdens of those 
in debt w ill be 
lig h ten ed ; iirovide 
for th e free coinage of silv e r; reduce 
greatly th e tariff, so th a t the m ill­ 
ions th a t are now an n u ally u n ju stly 
exacted from the people m ay rem ain 
wich th e m ; repeal a ll law s of every 
kind an d char.acter w hich g ran t to 
any x>erson or class of persons special 
XH'lviliges and advantages over o th ­ 
ers, an d in sist upon an econom ical 
ad m inistration of th e affairs of th e 
governm ent. The farm ers all over the 
country arc investigating the cause 
of the ianguishing condition of ag ri­ 
culture. T hey w ill find it in 
the 
special and class legislation of th e 
republican p arty to w hich I h av e re ­ 
ferred. W h en the cause is clearly 
understood, it seem s to m e th e rem ­ 
edy should appear to them , and sim ­ 
ple th e y w ill find it,, and organiza­ 
tion an d co-operation 
w ill enable 
them to find it m ost «luickly in th e 
repeal of special and class leg isla tio n : 
in th e increase cf currency; in an 
econom ical adm inistration of th e uf- 
fair.s of th e governm ent, and in th e 
enforcem ent ot the principle so w ell 
expressed in the m otto of your o rd e r: 
“E qual K rights to A ll and Siieci.al 
Priviliges to E^onc.” 
I have w ritten a t som o length, be­ 
cause I could not, in feivsr w ords, 
define m y posn.ion. an d I have w rit­ 
ten fra n k ly aud candidly because I 
fu lly realize 
and recognize your 
rig h ts as frieuds and as dem ocrats, 
to know ray view s on an y public 
question. .1 have ahv.ays believed 
th a t betw een a representative and 
the people w hom he repre.seuts there 
should be perfect candor and fran k ­ 
ness. I have alw ays acted upon the 
idea, an d no consideration personal 
to m yself w ill ever prom pt m e to de­ 
p a rt therefrom . 
R epresenting a

oultui'e, r.um bering am ong rny dear­ 
est iind nearest friends m any on- 
gaqed.tuorein, and bound to th e far-1

These are'' the conundrum s oT the 
■hour in W ashington. 
As we go to ■ press " th e situation 
seem s to be th a t w hile a considerable 
num ber of R epublican Senators are 
very anxious to pass the Reed bill in 
a m ore or less modified form , there is 
also a considerable num ber of R e­ 
publican Senators who are no t at all 
anxious to do this th in g a t the pres­ 
en t session, and whose indiflerence 
bids fair to defeat the purposes of the 
ho t heads. 
B ut th e D em ocratic Senators are pre­ 
pared for an y th in g th a t th e Republi­ 
cans m ay attem p t to do, and if a pur­ 
pose is m anifested to crow d the Reed 
force schem e through a t the jn-esent 
session of Congress, it w ill be resisted 
by every exxiedient w hich ingenuity 
can devise or endurance sustain. 
The facts in regard to the feeling 
in the Senate are probably w ell sum ­ 
m arized by Senator H earst, of C ali­ 
fornia, in an interview . H e saj's: 
“ I sincerely believe th e m easure 
does no t com m and the apxiroval of 
Senators D avis, 
Teller, 
W olcott, 
M itchell, Jones or A llison, in the 
W est, or of Senators A ldrich, M or­ 
rill or E dm unds, in tlie E ast. In 
fact, I am som ew hat 
inclined to 
th in k th a t quite a num ber of Rexiub- 
licans in the H ouse voted for the bill 
only because they w ere satisfied it 
w ould be killed in the Seuate. I am 
thoroughlj' satisfied in ray own m ind 
th a t the Lodge eiectioubiirw ill never

C oucerning t’ne R epuhlieans who 
do no t desire to see the bill become a 
law Senator H earst s.aj's: 
“ In their 
own consciousness, as I think, they 
are satisfied th a t th e passage of the 
bill w ould prove more of an in ju ry 
th an an advantage to th eir partj-. 
The Senators are conscious of the 
m utual interdependence of the N orth 
•and the South to secure th e m aterial 
prosperity of the ivhole country; 
they are no t ignorant of the fact th a t 
a law like th a t contem plated in this 
bill could only be enforced in tlie 
South by th e arm ed pow er of the 
G overnm ent; th a t w’hile this would 
not, and could not, bring about a re­ 
new al of an y th in g like a sectional 
general coniliet, there w ould be local 
contests a t every x’oiiit w here the 
South w as threatened w ith 
negro 
d om ination; th a t such contests m ust 
arrest the developm ent and destroy 
the present prospcritj’' of the South, 
resu ltin g in the loss of a large x>ro- 
portion of the v ast am ount of N orth­ 
ern capital now invested in th at sec­ 
tio n .” 
The R epublican Senators have held 
several caucuses during the past week 
for the consideration of some m ethod 
of p u ttin g a stop to debate in the 
Senate, w'hicli tiie advocates of the 
force bill ciearij- see is th e only pos­ 
sible m ethod of m aking the passage 
of the bill even possible. In p u r­ 
suance of a resolution adopted a t the 
first caucus, tiie chairm an, Mr. F.d- 
m unds, appointed 
Senators H oar, 
Spooner, Frye and M oody, together 
w ith Senators A ldrich, Sherm an and 
In g alls (the R epublican m em bers of 
th e rules com m ittee) to reiiOrt as a 
caucus com m ittee, iqion the question 
of changing tJie rules of the Senate 
so as to provide for a closure of de­ 
bate at th e will oí the m ajority, and 
to ascertain and report liow th at re­ 
su lt can be attain ed if deem ed neces­ 
sary to th e conduct of business. 
These Sen.ators' reported a form of 
a rule a t a caneua held on M onday 
evening, w hich is described as “ the 
previous 
question 
in a modified 
form .” The Senators discussed pro­ 
posed rule for nearly^ three hour.s, 
and then rejected it. The trouble 
w as said to be in the w ording of the 
rule. M em bers of th e com m ittee ad ­ 
m itted th a t the laugu.ago of their 
proposal w a s a littio involved, and 
other Senators said very fran k ly th a t 
th ey could no t understand it.

lim ited debate, bu t it did so in a very 
roundabout 'ivay.

' U nder these circum stances the Re­ 
publicans w ill be compelled to go to 
the people aud argue th eir case, and 
a sorry tim e th ey are lik ely to have. 
Th'o peoi>Ie. w ill ¿l.b ;v' a t th e N ovem ­ 
ber elections th a t they w an t neither 
force bills nor the advocates of force 
bills. 
E very th in g seem s to be w orking in 
favor of a D em ocratic m ajority of 
seventy'-five in the n ex t H ouse of 
R epresentatives. 
Au am using feature of the eflbrt 
to rush through the force bill was

W hile there Is a grow ing disposi­ 
tion am ong the people oí the State 
th e enforce recognition of the rights 
of th e m asses in governm ent, I hope 
to see th e change come in the m em ­ 
bers of th a t court, a t th e next elec­ 
tion. 
B u t it is no less Im portant for the 
people of this, th e 7th judicial cir­ 
cuit, to look to the offlcc of its pre­ 
siding Judge. W e have a Judge at 
present th a t has concluded th a t he 
Is court and ju ry too. The ju ry sys- 
of our lan d has come to us from our 
m other country. I t is one of those 
privileges th a t has come to us from 
the expenditure of m uch blood and 
treasure—arrested from th e hand of 
tyran n y and oppression. 
Trial by 
ju ry has ever been deenied by the 
A nglo-Saxon people as a bulw ark ol 
th eir liberties and. a sacred protection 
to th eir rights of property. B u t here 
In this, th e 7th judicial circuit of 
■.'the State of A labam a,, vve have a 
m an w ho has repeatedly usurped the 
functions ol the jury.- H is court Is 
strictly a one-inan pow er, unless the 
verdict of ■■tlie"'jury is in strict ac­ 
cord w ith his own notion, of the facts. 
H e does not hesitate to set aside ver­ 
dicts of a ju ry h alf bo m uch as he 
hesitates to change an order of his 
own m aking. 
The verd ict of the 
Courl, is, w ithout the slightest hesi­ 
tation, suDBtituted for the verdict of 
ju ry . 
Juries, and ju ry trial, under 
his reign, are practically abolished. 
H e not only invades the province of 
the ju ry in civil cases w here the' 
rights of property 
are 
involved, 
w hen as it seems he m ay curry favor 
■;ln certain quarters, b u t he has gone 
further, and in a case w here a m an’s 
liberty was in jeopardy, in a crim inal 
trail, arbitrarily, capiiciously, ty ran ­ 
nically, and w ithout au th o rity of 
law , dism issed a ju ry for discharg­ 
ing a prisoner w lien they w'ere the 
sole judges of the facts; and w hen 
too, 
th a t ju ry was 
composed of 
tw elve of as com petent, enlightened 
and virtuous men as reside in our 
county. 
W e should look to our lib­ 
erties and rights of property, and try 
to find a m an n e st tim e who is not a 
usurper, nor an autocrat lik e Speak­ 
er Reed, b u t one who has some re­ 
spect for the sacred functions of 
tw elve honest and capable jurors, 
and for the institutions w hich have 
conic to us through centuries.

Her Rtm arkablo 
Iiilelicct, Though 
Bora Deaf and Bliad. 


The follow ing, 
w ritten for the 
N ashville A m erican, concerning lit­ 
tle H elen KelJar, of Tusoumbia, 
Ala., contains a beautiful little n ar­ 
rative w’ortby of a place in the story 
book. The w riter says: 
A lthough th is “ little m arvel of the 
nineteenth 
century” 
is 
w idely 
know n as one to whom th e power ol 
speech has been m iraculously re­ 
stored after years of silence, yet she 
possesses m any rem arkable charac­ 
teristics w hich are calculated to w in 
the adm iration of the general public, 
but w’hich are ubt so w ell know n. 
AVben her tender age, an d th e fact 
of her having been totally blind and 
deaf from infancy are taken into 
consideration, her literary attain ­ 
m ents are astonishing. 
To give one 
or two exam ples: D uring her last 
term at th e Pe.>-kins In stitu te she 
was one day placed am ong other pu­ 
pils in a class undergoing exam ina­ 
tion in geography; the teacher de­ 
sired each scholar to w rite a descrip­ 
tion of New Y ork city from m em ory, 
giving tlio cInSs'so m any m inutes in 
w hich to com plete the task. 
W hen 
the tim e expired she called upon 
each pupil to hand up lier paper 
N o t one had succeeded in fiiiing out 
a page except little H elen. She had 
w ritten seven pages, and ended her 
graphic description th u s: 
“ People 
from all th e countries in th e w orld 
come to New Y ork city, th a t is w hy 
it is called a cosm opolitan city !” 
T hink of this from a child of ten. 
N o w onder th e audience clapped and 
applauded w hen this paper was read 
by the teacher. A t another e.xami- 
nation, this tim e in etom ology, a 
favorite study w ith H elen, 
each 
m em ber of th e class was told to 
w rite down all she could th in k upon 
the subject. T hey did th eir best, but 
again our sm all scholar w as destined 
to carry ofT the palm . 
She wrote 
sixteen pages, w hich were read aloud 
on the spot w ithout one word of cor­ 
rection, and created quite a sensa­ 
tion. The dear child w rites beauti­ 
fu l little stories, taking for her sub­ 
jects the interesting habits of the In­ 
sect w orld, w ith whose curious in ­ 
stincts and w ays of living she has 
m ade herself so fam iliar. N o doubt 
you w ill bo surprised to learn th a t 
this sm all person is an excellent 
horsew om an, y et such Is th e case; 
she no t only sits well, but she rides 
fearlessly, an d and m anages her lit­ 
tle donkey—a present from an old 
friend of C aptain K ellar—w ith per­ 
fect skill. Of course she is not al­ 
lowed to ride alone. 
Some trusty 
person alw ays accom panies her to 
prevent accidents. 
H elen ’s ideas of religion and th a t 
w orld w hicli is one day to set this 
rig h t are peculiarly original and 
beautiful. Y et great care has been 
taken to p revent her su nny nature 
from 
being 
clouded 
by gloomy 
ibougbts or w arped by straight-laced 
prejudices. M iss Sullivan, who has 
been her devoted te.acher and friend 
for several years, gives an am using 
account of a recontre betw een a Bos­ 
ton divine and h er little cbarge. H e 
questioned M iss Sullivan closely as 
to w hether H elen had been taught 
the “ doctrines of our church” and 
fully realized h er condition as a lost 
sinner, totally depraved by nature, 
etc. She replied th a t althougii her 
father and m other were m em bers of 
the P resbyterian church H elen had 
no t as y e t been tau g h t m uch about 
doctrines. 
H ereupon the preacher 
desired the privilege of asking the 
child a few questions. Miss Sullivan 
gave her consent w itli a solem n face 
and he seated him self beside the lit­ 
tle girl. 
“ Do you p ray ?” 
was the first 
query. 
“ Yes, sir,” was the reply. 
“ AVhat do you pray for?” 
AVhen M iss Sullivan 
translated 
this second question on her fingers to 
H elen, a lovely sm ile lit up th e dear 
child’s face, as she answered in her 
new ly found voice: 
“ I pray to be m ade beautiful w ith­ 
in, and free from every ta in t and 
sin.” 
The vanquishe.d divine 
bad no 
m ore to say. 
Mr. Vviiittier, having m anifested a 
desire to see H elon, she paid him a 
visit before leaving B o sto n 'fo r lier 
homo in Tuscum bia; the venerable 
poet was delighted with her, and 
couid hardly be persuaded to p art 
w ith her. D r. Ó. AV. H olm es was 
also greatly pleased w ith th e wonder­ 
ful child, and insisted upon devoting 
Iiim self to her exclusively during her 
stay, although the room was full of 
guests who had come to do him bo;'- 
or.

T hat the proof of settlem ent, resi­ 
dence, occupation, cultiv-.ation, irre- 
gation, or reclam.ation, the affidavits 
of nou-alienatiou, the oath of allegi­ 
ance, all other aflidavits required to 
be m ade under tlie hom estead, nre- 
em ption, tim ber culture, and desert 
land laws, m ay be m ade before any 
com m issioner of tlie U nited States 
court, or before the judge or clerk 
of any court of record of any county 
or parish in w hich the lands are sit­ 
uated; and the proof, affidavit and 
oath w hen so made and duly sub­
